1 was not out of Masontown
that dayr, Iam innocent, and 1 want you men
to listen to what 1 say, God knows [ am inno-
cent! 1 have nothing to fear befare God.

SAVING THE LUMBER,

A Company Formed to Save the Logs From
Belng Lost In the Flood.
IEFECIAL TELEGTIAM TO THE DISPATCH.1

PexviELn, April 8.—When the flood oe-
curred last May which deluged Johnstown and
derastated the valiey of the Susquehanna the
boorr at Williamsport broke and millions of
dollars’ worth of logs were allowed to rush
down the stream. It was expedient to bring
them back and not let them go to sea. To avoid
Joss by either process the Pennsylvania Lum-
ber Company was formed, its object being to
eatch the logs and cat them up somewhere
about tdewater. Agents were seot around
among the lumbermen who had sustained
lompes and the logs were purchased at the cost
of about £1,000,000.

Extensive mills wers erscted at Sparrow
Point, near where the Fennsylvania Steel
Compuny has located 1té works, and the logs
are now being sawed up there. It isa daring
enterprise, but it is estimated that it wil. net
its projectors several million dollars.
